These titles are certain to increase your 
knowledge of the specific historical events influencing ancient coinage, as well 
as enhancing your appreciation of classical civilization in general. 


Ammianus Marcellinus, THE LATER ROMAN EMPIRE (A.D. 354-378). The author, an army 
officer of Greek origin, took on the task of continuing the histories of Tacitus from A.D. 96 to his 
own day. The first 13 of his 31 books are lost. The remainder here describes a period during the 
reigns of Constantius II, Julian Il, Jovian, Valentinian I, and Valens, for which Ammianus is a 
prime authority. Though a pagan himself, he treats Christianity without prejudice, and his 
impartiality and good judgement have been generally acknowledged. 


Arrian, THE CAMPAIGNS OF ALEXANDER (ANABASIS). Second century A.D. history of 
Alexander the Great, drawing heavily on the lost memoirs of Ptolemy. The only author to treat 
Alexander factually instead of romantically, and thus our most valuable literary source on 
Alexander. 


Caesar, THE CONQUEST OF GAUL (DE BELLO GALLICO). Classic concise memoirs by 
Caesar describing and defending his actions in Gaul from 58 to 52 B.C. 


Cassius Dio, THE ROMAN HISTORY: THE REIGN OF AUGUSTUS. Books 50-56 of Dio's 
panoramic history, covering the period from 32 B.C. to A.D. 14. 


M.I. Finley, THE PORTABLE GREEK HISTORIANS. Essential passages, each complete in 
itself, representing the works of the four fathers of historical writing, Herodotus, Thucydides, 
Xenophon, and Polybius. 


Edward Gibbon, THE PORTABLE GIBBON: THE DECLINE AND FALL OF THE ROMAN 
EMPIRE (condensed). A classic of English prose style and historiography, covering the 
Constantinian and late Roman periods. 


Herodotus, THE HISTORIES. The fifth century "Father of History” included legends and hearsay 
as well as fact in his writings. His geographical and chronological limits correspond to those of 
numismatic history in the East Greek world—the Lydian empire, the Persian empire, and the 
Persian Wars. 


Josephus, THE JEWISH WAR. Though a Jewish governor of Galilee, Josephus sided with the 
Romans. He is not always historically reliable, but his unique account of the Jewish War and of 
such figures as Herod, Agrippa, Pontius Pilate, and Vespasian remains an important source book 
for a period and a place of which we know little else. 


G.S. Kirk, THE NATURE OF GREEK MYTHS. A general analysis of the nature of myth is 
followed by a splendid account of Greek myths about gods and heroes, and in greater detail about 
the unique god-hero Heracles. 


LIVES OF THE LATER CAESARS. Anonymous fifth century biographies of the third century 
emperors, often scandalous or semi-legendary, but the only literary source we have for some of the 
obscure usurpers of this dark century. 
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Livy, ROME AND THE MEDITERRANEAN (AB URBE CONDITA, Books XXXI-XIV). 
Annalistic treatment of the Macedonian and Syrian wars, which expanded Roman influence to 
Macedon, Greece, and Asia Minor. It throws light on such historical giants as Antiochus the 
Great, Philip V and Perseus of Macedon, Ti. Quinctius Flamininus, and Aemilius Paullus. 


Livy, THE EARLY HISTORY OF ROME (AB URBE CONDITA, Books I-X). Annalistic 
treatment of Rome's origins and conquest of Italy. 


Livy, THE WAR WITH HANNIBAL (AB URBE CONDITA, Books XXI-—XXX). Annalistic 
treatment of the Second Punic War, the greatest crisis of the Roman Republic. 


C. McEvedy, THE PENGUIN ATLAS OF ANCIENT HISTORY. This atlas, in a chronological 
series of maps, illustrates the evolution and flux of races in Europe, the Mediterranean area, and the 
Near East, from 50,000 B.C. to the fourth century A.D., with accompanying commentary 
following the ages of stone, bronze, and iron, as well as the movements and cultural developments 
of the classical period. 


Ovid, METAMORPHOSES. Ovid (43 B.C.-A.D. 17) was among the most sophisticated of Latin 
writers, yet he was also a prince of storytellers, and his Metamorphoses, a poem in fifteen books, 
is a fresh, charming collection of tales culled from Greek poems and myths, from Latin folklore, 
from Babylon and the East. 


Pausanias, GUIDE TO GREECE. The author, using textbooks and compilations available during 
the late second century A.D. and which have since perished, as well as his own observations while 
travelling at that time, has written a comprehensive work concentrating on buildings, tombs, and 
statues, with information on the mythological, religious, and historical background of the items 
described. His work is sometimes referred to as the foundation of classical Greek achaeology.

Plato, THE REPUBLIC. Plato, critical of Athenian democracy, attempts to apply the principles of 
his philosophy to political affairs, discussing the nature of justice, his vision of the ideal state, and 
such topics as morality, philosophy, and education. 


Plutarch, FALL OF THE ROMAN REPUBLIC (SIX LIVES). Plutarch, the first of the modern 
biographers, records simply and dramatically the lives of Marius, Sulla, Crassus, Pompey, Caesar, 
and Cicero, against the background of the long and bloody period of foreign and civil war which 
marked the collapse of the Roman Republic and ushered in the empire. 


Plutarch, MAKERS OF ROME. A selection of nine Roman lives, from the earliest years of the 
Republic to the establishment of the empire, illustrating the courage and tenacity of the Romans 
in war, and their genius for political compromise. The nine include Coriolanus, Fabius Maximus, 
Marcellus, Cato the Elder, Tiberius Gracchus, Gaius Gracchus, Sertorius, Brutus, and Marc 
Antony. 


Plutarch, THE AGE OF ALEXANDER. The nine lives in this selection trace a crucial phase in 
ancient history, from the complicated balance-of-power statecraft following the collapse of Athens 
to the rise of Macedonia. They include Demosthenes, Phocion, the Spartan king Agesilaus, the 
Theban military hero Pelopidas, two liberators of Sicily, Dion and Timoleon, and three warrior 
kings, Demetrius Poliorcetes, Pyrrhus, and Alexander the Great. 


Plutarch, THE RISE AND FALL OF ATHENS. Though unreliable in places, Plutarch's readable 
accounts have been a primary source of much historical knowledge. The ten lives of famous 
Athenians anthologized here include Theseus, Solon, Themistocles, Aristides, Cimon, Pericles, 
Nicias, Alcibiades, and Lysander. 
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Sallust, THE JUGURTHINE WAR AND THE CONSPIRACY OF CATILINE. Generally 
censorious descriptions of the rise of Marius and the clash of Cicero, Cato, and Caesar, 
illuminating both the events and the attitudes which contributed to the decline of the Roman 
Republic. 


Suetonius, THE TWELVE CAESARS. Entertaining, spicy, and outrageous anecdotes rather than 
serious historiography, but based on confidential material in the imperial archives of Hadrian's 
day. 


Tacitus, THE ANNALS OF IMPERIAL ROME. Tacitus, one of the greatest Roman historians, 
here tells of the reigns of Tiberius, Gaius (Caligula), Claudius, and Nero—a crucial period when 
the Roman empire was at its zenith and the foundations of modern Europe were being laid. 


Tacitus, THE HISTORIES. Though occasionally biased or malicious, Tacitus is noted for accuracy 
as he reconstructs the anarchy of A.D. 69, "that long but single year" during which the emperors 
Galba, Otho, and Vitellius briefly held power and the emperor Vespasian established a new 
dynasty, shaking the whole edifice of the Roman empire. 


Thucydides, THE PELOPONNESIAN WAR. Extremely detailed eye-witness account of the war 
which ruined Athens and of the internal political struggles which influenced the war. Careful 
research combined with vivid dramatizations of leading personalities (Pericles, Alcibiades) make 
this a literary and historiographical masterpiece. 


Xenophon, THE PERSIAN EXPEDITION (ANABASIS). Eye-witness account of the adventures 
of a band of Greek mercenaries in the Persian empire at the turn of the fourth century B.C.
